“RED-TAPE-ISM RUN MAD”—PARCEL 
POST INSURANCE. 


THE experience of the booktrade corre- 
spondent, whose almost excusably sarcastic 
letter we reprint elsewhere in this issue of the 
PuBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, in his endeavors to col- 
lect a small item of parcel post insurance 
would, as he says, “be humorous if it were 
not so exasperating.” It is unnecessary here 
to repeat the history of his five months’ en- 
deavor, which he gives in some detail; but it 
does seem worth while to call the attention 
of those of the trade who may, like ourselves 
and our correspondent, have been ignorant of 
the exact procedure laid down to be followed 
in collecting parcel post insurance, and to call 
attention to the way and extent to which that 
procedure practically nullifies the insurance 
provisions of the law. 

Our correspondent’s delay and difficulty in 
securing copies of “Form 3812” appear to have 
been a bit of supererogatory nuisance, due to 
misunderstanding, carelessness or sheer stu- 
pidity on the part of the office to which he 
first made application for indemnity. Local post 
office employees are usually both courteous and 
genuinely desirous of being helpful and 
in no way responsible, of course, for the red- 
tape in which they are enmeshed. Unfortu- 
nately, however, “Form 3812” confronts every 
insurer whose parcel post package Uncle Sam 
has lost; and, since our correspondent does 
not describe it in his letter, it may be worth 
while, for the benefit of those booktrade read- 
ers who have not been privileged to see it, to 
analyze it briefly here, for as an example of 
red-tape-ism carried to the nth power, “Form 
3812” is certainly a gem. 

The first page (it consists of four legal-cap 
pages) lists thirteen questions to be filled out

and acknowledged by the postmaster at the 
| office of mailing. This page does not imme- 
| diately concern us. 





The second and third pages consist of 
twenty-eight questions to be answered and 
sworn to by the sender and his signature duly 
witnessed. Most of these questions were al- 
ready covered once by the “Form 1510,” re- 
ferred to by our correspondent. These twenty- 
eight must also be subscribed and acknowl- 
edged by the “owner, if owner is neither 
sender or addressee,” by the “person who pre- 
pared matter for mailing and wrapped it,” and 
by the “person who handed article to postal 
employee.” These signatures must be duly 
witnessed and sworn to before a person quali- 
fied to take acknowledgments. It is distinctly 
noted that “if the article was owned, prepared, 
and deposited in the mails by different 
persons, they should severally affix their signa- 
tures and acknowledge the foregoing state- 
ments.” As this would be the case with prac- 
tically any business concern, it is safe to say 
that from three to twelve signatures, counting 
accompanying acknowledgments, would thus 
be necessary for this one portion of the form! 

On page four the addressee “gets his,” he 
having duly to sign, acknowledge and have 
witnessed and countersigned his quota of 
questions. Following that, the postmaster at 
the office of the addressee has a statement to 
sign and acknowledge. Finally, if this unfor- 
tunate form has survived this gauntlet of 
signatures, and its extensive travels over the 
United States to secure them (for our corre- 
spondent tells us that in his case signatures 
would have to be sought in four different 
states), it goes to the Third Assistant Post- 
master-General, who has his blank to approve 
the payment of the claim. 

In due time, if, in the course of the months 
or perhaps years that have in the meanwhile 
elapsed, the original claimant has not died, it 
is probable, or at least possible, that he will 
receive his money. Of course, it is obvious 
that the collective time consumed in the con- 
catenated and protracted transaction above 
outlined is worth several times the value of 
the original claim, and that this is as true 
of the Post Office Department as it is of the 
private individual concerned. In fact, it might 
even be said that the Post Office authorities 
foresaw that this would be the case, as the 
form distinctly specifies “No indemnity can be 
paid to cover or include the cost . . . of 
furnishing this. declaration, whether or not in- 
demnity is paid or recovery is made.” In so 
far as this is the case, of course, the pro- 
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cedure, as was said before, nullifies the pur- 
pose of the insurance service the insurance 
provision was supposed to give. 

It seems fairly obvious to the outsider, also, 
that if an individual insures a parcel post 
package, receiving a duly authenticated re- 
ceipt for the payment of his insurance, and 
that later the parcel is lost and the Post C*‘tce 
Department admits the loss, a most natural 
and sufficient course to propose would be for 
the individual to present his authenticated re- 
ceipt, with the department’s acknowledgment 
of loss, and cash it without more ado at any 


post office, exactly as he would any other cash | 


voucher. 


This, however, of course, is too simple to | 


contemplate. 


It might be added that it was not sheer 
disgust of the transaction that impelled our 
correspondent to give up his attempt to collect 
his insurance. 
3812 discloses that the Government had set 
up a “Statute of Limitations” against him. 
One clause of the Form reads: “No indem- 
nity will be paid for a lost insured parcel— 
(1) Unless application is made within six 
months from the date of mailing.” A refer- 
ence to the correspondent’s dates will show 
that by the time, after several months of cor- 
respondence and delay, he had succeeded in 
obtaining the proper “form” on which to 
make his “application” for indemnity, the six 
months period specified had just expired, and 
the insurance paid for in good faith by him, 
had, by dictum of the Post Office Department, 
become void. No wonder our correspondent 
signs himself “Exasperated.” 


THE GROUND-HOG COULDN'T SEE HIS SHADOW, 
at least not in that eastern section of the 
United States which is the habitat of ground- 
hogs, so spring is coming early—and along 
with it real prosperity, if we may believe cur- 
rent reports; From the south we hear that 
cotton, despite a heavy advance, is selling more 
actively, with a resulting good effect on South- 
ern business sentiment generally. In the west 
good snow covering has improved the fall 
planted crop outlook and grains are selling at 
the highest price in a generation. From New 
England come reports that advance business 
with many of the cotton and woolen fabric 
mills has exceeded expectations and that fac- 
tories of a dozen sorts are running overtime. 
‘According to Bradstreet our export trade is 
increasing “in a perfectly marvellous way.” 
War demands are taking up all loose stocks 


of a variety of products and stimulating an 
enormous additional output in others; domes- 
tic demand is growing, and there is less un- 
employment now than in December. And 
finally, stimulated by cheap money and low 
prices, speculation in securities has broadened 
and gives promise of still further accentuat- 
ing the more cheerful feeling with which the 
American business world views the prospects 
of home and foreign trade expansion. It 
really looks as if 1915 would prove a good year. 


“MADE IN U.S. A.”—IS IT A DESIRABLE 
SLOGAN? 

ALMosT every possible answer to the ques- 

tion “Is the ‘Made in U. S. A.’ slogan one to

AMERICAN NEWSPAPERS AND PERI- 
ODICALS NOW TOTAL 24,724. 

The 1915 edition of N. W. Ayer & Son’s 

American Newspaper Annual and Directory 

lists 24,724 publications of all sorts. For the 


first time in its history, it appears without any 
advertising. The new publications are 1688, 
but against this number must be set off sus- 
pensions and consolidations sufficient to bring 
the net gain for the year down to 197, of 
which 7 belong in Canada. Canada’s total 
number is 1557. 
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The number of daily newspapers in the 
United States is now placed at 2502; of week- 
lies, 16,323, and monthlies, 2981, an increase in 
each instance. The only classes to lose are 
in fortnightlies and semi-monthlies, which 
now stand at 57 and 291, respectively. 

In Canada the dailies number 159, the week- 
lies 1057, and the monthlies 243. There was 
a slight loss in the number of dailies. 

The number of dailies by sections is as fol- 
lows: Middle Western States, 635; Western 
States, 450; Southern States, 405; Middle At- 


lantic, 291; Pacific Slope, 283; New York, | 


211; New England, 182; outlying territories, 
45. The Middle Atlantic States were the only 
sections to lose in number; the loss was slight. 

In the field of the weeklies, the Western 
States have 5259, the Middle Western States, 
3316; the Southern States, 3154; Pacific Slope, 
1414; Middle Atlantic, 1258; New York 1117; 
New England, 759; and outlying territories, 
46. New York made the considerable gain of 
43, and there were small gains or losses in 
the other sections. 

The Middle Atlantic States, which lost in 
the number of dailies and weeklies, made the 
largest gains, 49, in the number of monthlies, 
which total 866. New York has 628 month- 
lies; Western States, 372; Middle Western 
States, 223; Pacific Slope, 227; New England, 
195; outlying territories, 18. 

The number of towns in which newspapers 
are published now reaches 11,817. The classi- 
fied lists number 222, and include such up-to- 
date divisions as zronautics, moving pictures, 
Esperanto, woman suffrage and anti-suffrage. 


WOULD COST TWO AND A HALF MIL- 
LION TO EQUIP NEW YORK STATE 
WITH FREE TEXT BOOKS. 


AFTER an investigation covering all the pub- 
lic schools of the State, Commissioner John 
H. Delaney of the Department of Efficiency 
and Economy sent to the New York State 
Legislature Jan. 21st, an estimate of the cost 
of supplying free text books to the pupils. 
The total cost to the State, according to the 
report, would be: For elementary schools, 
$1,785,904.82; for secondary schools, $749,- 
057.36; total, $2,504,962.18. 

The cost of annual renewal, based upon the 
estimated school registration of 1914-15, in- 
cluding only the books to be used in the pre- 
scribed course of instruction, would be $985,- 
581.85, including $750,780.04 for elementary 
schools and $234,801.81 for secondary schools. 
The average cost for each pupil would by $1.23 
in elementary schools and $4.84 in secondary 
schools. The total estimated school registra- 
tion affected by the text-book question for the 
current school year is 1,594,610. 

One result of the investigation was the 
demonstration of the lack of uniformity in the 
text books in use in teaching the same sub- 
jects. In the rural schools it was learned that 
adjacent school districts used entirely differ- 
ent books, and sometimes different books on 
the same subjects were used by the pupils in 
the same class. Even in New York City, with 
its centralized school system, uniformity does 
not prevail, 4081 separate titles being used.

VAGARIES OF BOOK-HUNTERS.* 


Ten or fifteen years ago it was quite usual 
to meet with collections of title-pages formed 
by followers of the immortal Badford. These 
were to be seen quoted in booksellers’ cata- 
logues and displayed in the auction rooms, 
and were commonly disposed of for small 
sums of money—small, that is to say, in com- 
parison with what would have been realized 
for the books themselves had they been al- 
lowed to remain in that state of life to which 
the authors and others had called them. Of 
late, collections of title-pages have not been 
very much in evidence anywhere, for it is uni- 
versally felt that there is little or no romance 
surrounding the slaughter even of folios, to 
say nothing of smaller-sized victims, and for 
that reason these scrappy collections are 
huddled out of sight like family skeletons. 
The book-hunter of the present day has his 
foibles, it is true, but he has learned by ex- 
perience and from the expostulatory remarks 
of others that wild freaks are completely out 
of place in a library, and so it has come to pass 
that books are treated in a different way from 
what they were only a couple of decades ago, 
and no one who has the smallest respect either 
for himself or his vocation would now either 
care or dare to form a collection of title- 
pages. Should he happen to own one either 
by purchase or under circumstances beyond 
his control, he will produce it, if at all, with 
apologies and sighs. It is abundantly mani- 
fest that the wicked man hath turned away 
from much of his wickedness. 

The reason of this tremendous transforma- 
tion must be put down to the credit of a 
rule which, though formulated and preached 
at one time by the élite only, has been insisted 
upon with such pertinacity that it has gradu- 
ally become diffused throughout the whole 
world of collectors, no matter to what objects 
of interest they may direct their attention. 
This rule is, that taste and the pocket alike 
demand that be a book good, bad, or indiffer- 
ent in its externals, it shall, nevertheless, be 
left untouched by its owner, who is but its 
temporary custodian, and a trustee for others 
who shall come after him. To rip out the 
title-page, no matter with what object, is an 
outrage on decency which, it is pleasant to 
find, is now appraised at its proper pitch of 
enormity. If the stamp-collector rejoice in 
the possession of a specimen with “original 
gum,” and rate its interest and value higher 
on that account, shall the book-collector, who 
is the oldest, the most learned, and the most 
aristocratic of all collectors, give place in the 
matter of common-sense and discretion to the 
product of a frivolous age? Shall he cut ini- 
tial letters from missals and other manuscripts, 
and insult the Shades of Fiist and Schoeffer 
by making a senseless collection of colophons? 

These things were in vogue at one time, but 
are now frowned down even by the most 
ignorant of mortals, since, to put the matter 
on no higher ground, the money value of old 
books has considerably increased of late

weight in gold, and perhaps more. What a 
contrast is this little false, but preventive store 
of knowledge to the crass stupidity of the 
early years of the present century, as exem- 
plified in the persons of the Bishops, Canons, 
and Chaplains of Lincoln Cathedral, who per- 
mitted the choir-boys to collect illuminated 
initials, and with that object to cut up with 
their penknives scores of vellum manu- 
scripts. A good many of the Caxtons from 
this same cathedral were purchased by Dib- 
din for the Althorpe collection, and will be 
found catalogued in “A Lincolne Nosegaye.” 
The Dean and Chapter, knowing little about 
books, and caring less, had disposed of them 
all for a “consideration,” and thus without 
thought stripped themselves of their choicest 
possessions next to the cathedral itself. 

Of a truth, books have only recently come 
to be regarded as possessing a sentimental 
value altogether distinct from considerations 
of utility, and it is only within the compass 
of a comparatively few years that collectors 
have sprung up from the very stones to cry 
aloud, and to protest against such wanton 
acts of mutilation or destruction as the rec- 
ords of past days almost choke themselves in 
the echoing of. Only a little while ago “Gran- 
gerizing” was the favorite pastime of thousands 
of persons of elegant leisure, as Griswold 
called the lazy dullards of his generation, 
and what this involved would be whispered 
in corners but for the fact that it was for 200 
years unblushingly shouted in the open day. 

During all that period the teachings of the

genuine bibliophiles had so passed from deed 
and truth into mere monotony of unbelieved 
phrase that no English was literal enough to 
convert the persons who went about seeking 
material, at vast expense, wherewith to extra- 
illustrate some inane book of polemics or pro- 
verbs. 

Nicholas Ferrar, who kept the “Protestant 
Nunnery” at Little Gidding, in Huntingdon- 
shire, was, I believe, the inventor of a sys- 
tem which was not fully developed until the 
‘Biographical His- 
tory of England,” but which is, nevertheless, 
directly or indirectly responsible for the con- 
dition of most of the imperfect volumes which 
are met with at every turn. The story of 
Nicholas Ferrar, assuming it to be true, there 
is little reason to doubt, makes it clear that 
King Charles I. was as bad or worse than 
anybody in this matter, for, had he not affect- 
ed to admire the handiwork of this first and 
chief of sinners, the baneful practice of muti- 
lating books for the sake of their illustrations, 


| title-pages, or frontispieces, might never have 
| become an aristocratic amusement, sanctified 


by tradition, and ennobled far beyond its 
deserts by kingly patronage. The Concordance 
which Ferrar showed the King escaped the 
wrath of the fanatic Hugh Peters and his 
crew, and, after many vicissitudes, is now 
safely lodged in the British Museum, a warn- 
ing to all who may at any time seek to revive 
a practice which would, in these days of 
emulation and competition, burn with a white 
heat. 

In Wordsworth’s “Ecclesiastical Biography” 
the story of Nicholas Ferrar is set out at 
length. There is no need to enter into minute 
details, as the tale has since become stereo- 
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typed, and is found reproduced in a dozen 
different places at least. Shortly, it appears 
that in June, 1634, King Charles I. was stay- 
ing with the Earl of Westmoreland at Ape- 
thorpe, and from thence sent one of his gen- 
tlemen to the home of Nicholas Ferrar, hard 
by, to “intreat” a sight of a Concordance 
which he had heard had recently been com- 
pleted. When Ferrar was on the Continent 
some time previously, he had bought up a 
great number of prints by the best masters, 
illustrative of historical passages of the Old 
and New Testaments, and these he afterwards 
used for ornamenting various compilations of 
the Scriptures, among them a “full harmony 
or concordance of the four Evangelists, 
adorned with many beautiful pictures, which 
required more than a year for the composi- 
tion, and was divided into 150 heads or 
chapters.” 

This was the Concordance that King Charles 
was so anxious to look at, and which, indeed, 
he admired so much that he never rested 
until he had obtained one like it for his own 
library. Both books are now in the British 


Mnseum, the original having been acquired | 


about three years ago, and the one in the 
King’s Library from George II., who had in- 
herited the royal collection of books and 
manuscripts. 


rar, there was certainly no harm in this proc- 
ess of extra-illustrating. There is no reason 
to believe that he had gone about tearing 
out plates from books, or done anything else 
which in any respect, save one, could be re- 
garded as objectionable in the slightest de- 
gree. There was, and is, however, one objec- 
tion to his procedure, namely, the very bad 
example he set to unscrupulous people who, 
in after years, rose up in their thousands and 
commenced to rip and tear with diabolical 
enterprise. These were the days of Gran- 
gers “Biographical History of England’— 
hence the verb to Grangerize—when people 
went about searching for portraits of celebri- 
ties mentioned in the text to paste between 
the leaves in their proper places. If Granger 
incidentally mentioned that someone had been 
conveyed to the Tower, and subsequently had 
the good fortune to escape out of a certain 
window, books would be ransacked and mu- 
tilated to provide illustrations of (1) the 
Tower of London from the N., S., E., or W., 
as the case might be; (2) portrait of the 
prisoner; (3) view of the window from which 
he let himself down; and finally, if Laus Deo, 
a letter in his handwriting or a section of 
the rope which had made his escape possible 
could only be unearthed, great was the joy 
in the camp of the Philistine. 

This mania for Grangerizing grew till it 
assumed enormous proportions. One enthu- 
siast tried to illustrate Rees’ “Cyclopedia,” 
but died before he had accomplished very 
much in comparison with what remained_to 
be done. Mr. Crowle’s copy of Pennant’s “His- 
tory of London” cost that gentleman £7,000 
from first to last, and there is a book of this 
kind in the Bodleian which has engulfed near- 
ly double that amount. It consists of Claren- 


don’s “History of the Rebellion,” swollen to 
sixty-seven large volumes, representing forty 
years of intense application. The vagaries of 
a whole army of book-collectors are reflected 
from every page of works such as these, for 
a man must necessarily be a book-collector 
first, and a Grangerizer after, else would 
material fail him. Happily for the peace of 
books, the mania for extra-illustrating has 
practically died out. The expense is too great, 
life too short, the knowledge and taste—of a 
kind—too laborious to acquire, to endow this 
pastime with a permanent and stable inter- 
est. 

And yet there is another vagary, eccen- 
tricity, freak, or what you will, which, for 
cool deliberate folly, has never been equaled 
even among Ferrar’s admirers. The fun in 
this case consists in wilfully destroying a cer- 
tain number of scarce and valuable books in 
order to heighten the importance and value 
of the survivors. Three or four collectors 
whose tastes are similar—that is to say, who 
accumulate works by the same author—will 
take stock of their belongings. Thanks to the 
Grangerizers, a portrait will perhaps be miss- 
ing from one volume, and a plate from an- 
other; some disciple of an ancient Goth may 
have removed a title-page or two; one copy 


| may be fairer to look upon than another; a 
From the point of view of Nicholas Fer- 


leaf or two may be injured which in another 
copy, imperfect perhaps in other respects, may 
be above suspicion. Our collectors have dupli- 
cates, for they have been striving all their 
lives to prevent anyone else from obtaining 
any copy, good, bad, or indifferent, of the 
scarcest works of the author or authors they 
think they honor by their notice: They make 
a “pool” of all the volumes which are not 
immaculate; complete or perfect as many of 
them as possible, apportion them, and de- 
stroy the remainder. They will burn a work 
which is perfect, provided each has a copy in 
better condition, and this is to prevent you or 
me, or anyone else, from sharing in their 
sacrilegious joy. When we reflect that, from 
the nature of things, it is only the scarcest 
books that can be so treated with effect, we 
shall begin to realize the sinister importance 
of the act. Practices such as these are the 
product of the present age; they are not com- 
mon, far from it, but they are not unusual. 
And yet the perpetrators mean no harm, for, 
as they would very truly say, if their prac- 
tices were generally known and complaint 
were made, “You can, if you like, read So-and- 
so without the least difficulty, for his works 
have been reprinted many times, and it is not 
either essential or advisable that the very 
scarcest edition of all should be in your 
hands.” There is in this argument a little 
logical force, but no decency for anyone to 
dissect. 

Bookmen of the present day, or at least 
those among them who aspire to the high- 
est seats in the collectors’ Pantheon, are in- 
variably bound by rule, and it is this hard 
and fast bondage that makes them do things 
which, if left to themselves, they would 
probably be the first to depricate. To accu- 


mulate any considerable number of really 
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scarce books is the labor of a life-time, and 
to obtain immaculate copies necessitates not 
merely the possession of plenty of money, but 
a very great deal of energy, discrimination, 
and tact. The old school of general lovers is 
dying out. People now very seldom buy up 
whole libraries, or send out colossal orders 
to gratify a mere love of possession. They 
work by the book of arithmetic, cautiously, 
slowly, and with one main object ever in view. 
In this they are right, but in this also they 
fail, a paradox which is no paradox at all 
when it is remembered that book-hunters are 


of many kinds and of varying degrees of in- |

Then there are books with 
inscriptions, undoubtedly genuine, of Brad- 
shaw the regicide, Algernon Sidney, and many 
other persons of the highest political eminence 
in their day; books, too, which have belonged 
co Young the poet—distinguishable at a glance 
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by the multitude of turned-down leaves—and 
the unfortunate Louis XVI. 

This library is, of its kind, perhaps as im- 
portant as any that has ever been formed, 
and yet it only numbers some 250 volumes, so 
supremely difficult is it, as a rule, to trace 
the possesion even of books for more than a 
generation or two. Great men have ever been 
chary of their names, or at least it would 
seem so from the number of unimportant 
signatures and inscriptions we meet with day 
by day. 

A long and very interesting chapter might 
be written on “Inscriptions in Books,” and it 
must be confessed that a really important sig- 
nature or comment adds so very appreciably 
to the sentimental value of the volume in 
which it is found, that it is not surprising 
that Oliver Wendell Holmes conjured up a 
pleasant train of reflection, in his inimitable 
style, based upon the name of a former owner 
of his own copy of the “Colloquies of Eras- 
mus,” which, by the way, my friend is ex- 
tremely anxious to possess himself of, but 
will probably never obtain. In this instance 
the personality of the “Autocrat of the Break- 
fast-Table” obscures all else, and gives the 
book a distinct history of its own—a history 
that invests it with an importance and value 
it could never claim of itself. To find out all 
we can about the former owners of books 
which we ourselves take pleasure in is no 
frivolous task, and the pity is that our oppor- 
tunities for doing so are limited. The book- 
plate has very nearly put an end to owner’s 
autographs, and being easy to remove, affords 
little or no guarantee of ownership. And 
book-plates have been in use in this country 
for more than 200 years. 

No doubt everyone who has anything to 
do with books, whether as writer, producer, 
or collector, can call to mind the eccentricities 
of his neighbors with regard to them. I call 
it extremely eccentric conduct on the part of 
any man to persist in collecting odd volumes, 
and to studiously ignore complete sets. Yet 
I knew an old gentleman—now dead, and his 
books littering the stalls of Farringdon Street 
and elsewhere—who did this, year after year, 
and for many years, with the inevitable result. 
He was fond of literature, and the pleasure 
he derived in reading was part and parcel of 
his existence. 

It was an axiom with him, however, that 
anything which is worth having, and any 
knowledge worth acquiring, must be labori- 
ously worked for; and he would instance nu- 
merous authorities who have taught this truth 
by example as well as by precept. He would 
say, “If I go out and buy a Bible for £500, 
because it is old and scarce, do you think I 
shall derive as much benefit and solace from 
its pages as if I had invested a trifle with the 
fixed determination to read what I had ac- 
quired and to follow its teachings?” 

“No, certainly not,” is the obvious and 
truthful reply to that; but this would appear 
to be different from buying one volume of, 
say, Pope’s works when there ought to be 
twenty, and trusting to enterprise not un- 
mingled with luck to discover the remaining 
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nineteen. To this, however, he would not 
agree, and, to do him justice, he did not 
preach one thing and perform another. His 
theory was that, if the perusal of an odd vol- 
ume leads the reader to long for the posses- 
sion of its fellows, it is better that he should 
search for them until he finds them, than that 
he should have them to his hand, as it were, 
ready made. 

Carlyle intimated that a man had far bet- 
ter study the title-page of any book worth the 
trouble of looking at than read the whole 
text with a vacant mind, and no doubt he was 
right, though this, too, seems to be an entirely 
distinct matter from the general principle that 
nothing can be learned without a maximum of 
inconvenience. Such a conclusion is rather a 
straining of the position insisted upon by 
Nero’s tutor that no one should collect more 
books than he can read, and that a multitude 
of books only distracts the mind. There- 
fore was it that Francis Bissari in the year 
1750 designed a plate, which he pasted in the 
few volumes he possessed, and which conse- 
quently is now extremely scarce. “Ex-Libris 
civis Francisci Bissari,” he says, “Distrahit 
animum librorum multitudo, itaque cum legere 
non possis quantum habueris, sat est habere 
quantum legas. Seneca. Ep. 2.” 

Still, as I have intimated, the old gentle- 
man had his way and his day, and when he 
died his books were all despatched to the auc- 
tion rooms. It took three men more than a 
week to pack them in boxes. There were 
books under every bed in the house and every 
nook and cranny was full of them. There 
were, altogether, many thousands of volumes, 
and nearly all were odd. If a series were 
found to be complete, as sometimes happened, 
it was sure to be made up of volumes belong- 
ing to different editions, and, naturally 
enough, in different bindings. The auction- 
eers did what they could, and sold the vast 
majority in “parcels” for a mere song, which 
in truth was all they were worth. 

This peculiar form of book-collecting, 
though apparently strange, is, and always has 
been, very usual, for the vast majority of 
readers are poor. One volume will cost less, 
than the complete set of 
which it forms part; and, moreover, we are 


| again face to face with the argument that it 


is better to master the contents of one volume 
than to have a mere superficial knowledge of 
a dozen or more. The only thing is that, as 
the world wags at present, the advice is er- 
ratic, and the system of buying books in sec- 
tions one that cannot be recommended. If 
we could be sure of a hundred years of life, 
then things might be different. Sed Ars longa, 
vita brevis est. 

And so it happens that the vagaries of book- 
hunters are often passing strange. Some, like 
Sir Thomas Phillipps, will buy largely, and 
never even open the cases in which they arrive. 
Others will hide them in all sorts of out-of- 
the-way plaees, while others again will cut 
them to pieces, or in some other way destroy 
them utterly. It is the most usual thing, for 
me, at any rate, and therefore presumably for 
others who are known to write about books.

or to give the reports of the auction rooms, to 
receive a bundle of title-pages as samples of 
the volumes to which they belong, with a re- 
quest for information as to how they ought to 
be bound, and what they are worth. Some 
collectors—real bona fide collectors these— 
start life with strong opinions as to the use- 
fulness of books, and, after the manner of 
Grolier, though without his discretion, open 
their doors to all sorts and conditions of men, 
only to close them later with a firm resolve 
that, come what come may, they will never 
again allow any friend whomsoever even to 
gaze upon their store. Some, too, are so 
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was Libri, who, as Inspector-General of French 
Libraries, under Louis Philippe, presented 
himself, from first to last, with books of the 
value of more than £20,000, among them a fine 
MS. of the Pentateuch, which he sold to the 
late Lord Ashburnham on condition that it 
was not to be published for twenty years. In 
1868 the time expired, and then the matter 
was traced home, to his memory’s shame. 
This conduct of Libri in selling what did not 
belong to him puts him, indeed, on a level, in

deeply immersed in their all-absorbing hobby 
that they have no clear conception of the dif- 
ference between meum and tuum. Estimable 
in every respect but one, and scrupulously hon- 
est to a degree in all matters of daily inter- 
course, they yet fail in this one supreme trial. 
And yet they are absolved; for these unfor- 
tunates are not thieves but eccentrics, who 
would no more think of selling the objects 
they have mistaken for their own, than they 
would of getting wealth by false pretences. 
Pope Innocent X, when still Monsignor Pam- 
philio, was found in the possession of a book 
he could not satisfactorily account for, and the 
ludicrous part of the matter was that Du 
Moustier, who claimed that it had been ab- 
stracted from his library, was subsequently 
proved to have stolen it himself. Then, again, 
Catherine de Medici sequestered the entire 
library of Marshal Strozzi, and on complaint 
promised to pay for it by instalments, which, 
of course, she never did. Hearne hints 
more than once that Sir Thomas Bodley 
was eccentric, and when Moore, 
of Ely, and father of English Black- 
Letter Collectors, went to dine with a 
bibliophile, as was his wont, the latter would, 
if he were wise, spend the morning in removy- 
ing out of sight, and, therefore, out of tempta- 
tion’s way, the choicest of his possessions. But 
the king of all these suspicious characters

ness of conception the latter was a mere tyro, 
for he only stole a few hundred books of 
small value from the Chicago Public Library. 
The motive of both men was, however, the 
same, and it was that which, according to some 
consciences, made them thieves. After all, it 
is this motive that must be primarily con- 
sidered in all ethical questions such as those 
which underlie, to some extent at least, the 
vagaries Of every book-hunter who ever was 
born to hunger and thirst for Caxton’s types, 
and paper white as snow, bound in a dream by 
the Gascon’s magic touch.

COMMUNICATIONS. 
PARCEL POST INSURANCE. 
January 25th, 1915. 
Editor Publishers’ Weekly: 

May we call your attention to what seems 
to us as an instance of Post Office red-tape-ism 
run mad, which would be humorous if it were 
not so exasperating. It may be of interest to 
other members of the trade, who, like our- 
selves, have been led by the roseate reports of 
the Postmaster General into the fond delu- 
sion that the United States Parcel Post affords 
not only a reasonable but, through its insurance 
provision, a safe means of transmitting mer- 
chandise. 7 

In June last we mailed a large quantity of 
identical parcels to various points in the 
United States, insuring them all at a stated 
value of $6 each. Two of these parcels were 
lost by the Post Office Department and have 
not yet been recovered. 

The following is the history of the case to 
date seriatim. In September, 1914, we learned 
that neither of these parcels had been received 
by the addressees and made inquiry, by letter, 
at the mailing office, one of the branch sta- 
tion offices in this city. We were asked to fill 
out a voluminous complaint form, No. 1510 
if our memory serves us, a form, by the way, 
which had no special relation to insured 
packages and asked, as a result, a considerable 
number of entirely irrelevant questions. Some 





weeks later we received due notification that, 
although careful search had been made, “the 
investigation, thus far, has discovered no ir- 
regularity in the service to which the loss can 
be ascribed. The facts in the case, however, 
shall be reported to the Post Office Inspector 
in charge of the division at New York for con- 
tinuation of the investigation and it is possible 
the cause of non-delivery will yet be ascer- 
tained or the article recovered.” Nothing was 
said about paying the insurance indemnity. 

Having waited several months and received 
no further word from the Post Office authori- 
ties, we, on December 24th, wrote a follow-up 
letter of inquiry. We received promptly two 
copies of our old friend form No. 1510, which 
we were requested to fill out as before. We 
thereupon wrote that we had already, some 
months previously, filled out this form and 
that we had been told to await the result of 
further investigation, and politely hinted that 
the parcels had been insured and we labored 
under the impression that we had something 
coming to us. 

Receiving no answer to this letter, we wrote 
again on January 7th, to which also we re- 
ceived no answer except that we were advised 
verbally that the branch station “had done all 
they could” and “that they thought that we 
could get more satisfaction by application to 
the Post Office Department at Washington.” 
We thereupon wrote a letter describing the 
circumstances of our case to the Post Office 
Department at Washington, D. C., and shortly 
after received a courteous two (2) page letter 
stating that we should make application to the 
mailing office for still another copy of our old 
friend form No. 1510, which we should fill 
out, and should “at the same time request to be 
supplied with copies of form No. 3812 and in- 
structions as to their execution, if you desire 
to file claims for indemnity covering the loss of 
the two insured parcels referred to.” 

Having by this time expended time and 
energy considerably in excess of the value of 
the original parcels, we were naturally getting 
rather anxious to secure that indemnity. In an 
unlucky moment, therefore, we rashly sent 
for copies of form No. 3812. As we fear that 
our description will hardly do full justice to 
it we are sending it to you herewith. 

It is needless to say that we have now des- 
paired of securing our insurance, but feel that 
at least our experience may warn other mem- 
bers of the trade.

NEW YORK BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE SCHOOL. 

DespPITE a cold downpour of rain, over 
eighty people gathered at the Scribners’ store 
on Monday night at the first meeting of 19015 
of the Booksellers’ League School. They came 
from _as far away as Newark, New Jersey, 
and Kingston, New York—and, better still, 
they were most of them book clerks, the very 
class the school has been trying so hard to 
reach.

obtaining money under false pretenses, either. 
Among other things, Mr. Wood told of Bur- 
rows Bros.’ system of pushing special books. 
“We are not in the book business to make best 
sellers,” he said. The novel is the only book 
Burrows Bros. leaves to sell itself. Practically 
every specialized line has been worked by the 
firm, by means of printed matter (from which 
as high as 468 sales have resulted from 2500 
prospects), by telephone, and by sending the 
book out for inspection on the return-if-not- 
satisfied basis. The firm has found that an 
architect never refuses to look at a new book, 
while effective work has been done with such 
highly specialized books as those on real estate 
by sending a copy first to the secretary of the 
local real estate association. 

When asked if such a sample was presented 
to the secretary of the association, Mr. Wood 
replied emphatically, “Never!” Burrows Bros. 
presents no copies, gives no discounts and 
never marks a book down from its published 
price—unless, of course, it is shop-worn. He 
told of finding recently several copies of a 
novel of 1910 in stock. A salesman in the 
book department and another in the stationery 
department were asked to read it and report to 
Mr. Wood, who himself took it home to read. 
The verdict was unanimous to the effect that 
the book was a “Jim Dandy,” and within two 
days six copies had been sold, all at the orig- 
inal price. 

Mr. Wood also urged the necessity for the 
store-owner to “get on the floor with his 
clerks.” Sixty-three per cent. of our book- 
sellers, he said, do not get into the front of 
the store where they can meet and come to 
know their customers. Also, he said, the 
bookseller should not hesitate to do anything 
he might ask his clerks to do. 

He made an especial appeal to the book- 
sellers to meet the publisher half-way. 
him you are in earnest and that you are actu- 
ally getting results.” he said, “and he'll meet 
you in the same spirit.”

COPYRIGHT NOTES. 
EXHIBITION OF FILM BEFORE PROFES- 
SIONAL EXHIBITORS NOT PUBLIC 
PERFORMANCE. 


Doers the exhibition of cinematograph films 
by the manufacturer or dealer to an audience 
of fifty prospective customers, all present by 
invitation to select films suitable for their 
respective theaters, constitute an “exhibition” ? 

This question was raised in a recent case 
in London, in which the Attorney-General 
brought suit on behalf of the London County 
Council against the Vitagraph Co., Ltd., charg- 
ing a violation of section 1 of the Cinemato- 
graph Act, 1909. The immediate point involved 
was whether the Vitagraph Co. had violated 
the regulations for securing safety by “exhibit- 
ing” inflammable films in premises not licensed 
for the purpose. But the case bears directly 
upon that mooted point in copyright law, the 
distinction between “public” and “private” per- 
formance. According to the English Author, 
Justice Astbury held that the exhibition in 
question was not an “exhibition.” He inter- 
preted the act as referring to places of public 
entertainment and not as including a case 
where a dealer, bona fide, in the exercise of 
his trade of selling or renting out films, runs 
the film through the machine in the presence 
of one or more customers. 


POSTAL NOTES. 
BILL TO BAR FROM MAILS RELIGIOUS 
CRITICISM. 


Bits recently introduced into Congress giv- 
ing the Postmaster General power to bar 
from the mails matter reflecting on any form 
of religious worship, were the subject of a 


| hearing before the House Committee on Post 
| Offices and Post Roads Feb. Ist. 


Mr. Fitzgerald of New York, who intro- 
duced one bill, said that the existing law does 
not allow the Postmaster General to bar from 
the mails certain indecent and scurrilous mat- 
ter. 

Representative Maher of New York said 
that the Roman Catholics in his district were 
anxious to curb some of the activities of six 
publications. He mentioned only two—the 
Menace and the Yellowjacket. 

Rev. Dr. McKim, an Episcopal clergyman, 
characterized the proposed legislation as in- 


| consistent with the principles of American lib- 
| erty. 


“It constitutes an attack upon the free- 
dom of the press,” he maintained. “I have no 
desire to defend the scurrilous and libellous 
and filthy publications, but we should not 
get at them by striking at the liberty of 
the press.” 

Rev. Mr. Williams said that the legislation 
is unnecessary because the courts have always 
been able to handle charges of such a charac- 
ter. 
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SHIPPERS COMPLAIN OF PARCEL POST 
SERVICE. 

AccorDING to a recent article in the New 
York Herald, the new parcel post, admirable 
though it is in many ways, is not yet giving 
entirely satisfactory service. One objection is 
that the government piles twenty pound pack- 
ages on top of tender one pound packages. 


It has been noted by shippers that the postal | 
authorities are not making any adequate pro- | 


vision for sorting out the packages and for 

keeping the strong from crushing the weak. 
Although it is possible now to insure parcel 

post packages, the Herald adds that shippers 


complain that the arrangement is far from | 


being as advantageous as it looks. Some time 
it may be possible to collect for the damage 


done to the crushed parcels, but those who ever | 


have tried to collect anything from the gov- 
ernment know that it takes a long, long time 
to get to the Treasury. 

The impression seems to be among business 
men that there will have to be some radical 
changes in the way the Post Office Depart- 
ment is doing this parcel post business, but just 
how the problem is to be worked out is still 
giving them considerable thought and anxiety. 
Houses that are sending out many hundreds 
of packages a day find that complaints are 
piling up on them which require immediate at- 
tention. They have to make good to their 
customers and then extricate the explanations 
from the postal authorities at some later day. 

Merchants are insisting, too, on a more con- 


venient way of mailing packages, as places | 


where packages can be deposited are compara- 
tively few.
